The Onoda Cement Cumpuny of Yama-

NOTES FROM PEERING. 


(Fom Gur Ovn Correspondent. ) 
THE PYRING-TIENTSIN RAILWAY. 

Tho traveller who visits Peking at the 
present time has the plensure of being 
landed at the new Ch’icn Mén Station of 
the Tientsin-Peking railway (at an oxtra 
charge of fifty cents), which brings him 
about a mile nearer his probable destination 


than he otherwise would be. Tho ‘fist’ > 


train to make this new érip ran én the 
oponing day of October, hut there is only 
one ench day which stops there, the others 
going as before to the Station in frout of 
the Temple of Heaven. The trick ‘to the 
Clien Mén leaves the main line at soma 
little distance outside the Yung Ting gute 
(on tho south face of the southern city), 
and runs around the south-eastern part of 
that city, entering through an opening -in 
the wall, and joining the trick of the 
new railway te Tung Chov, which the 
British have boen industriously making dur- 
ing the months when thete was the oppor- 
tunity, That line is now so far completed 
that hand-cars, &c., can: pass over it, al. 
though it is by no inexns wholly ballasted, 
or fit for the general use to which it will be 
put, Itdoes not appesr that the Chinese 
have boen consulted about it nt all (though 
thig may have been the case}, ‘as in China 
it is so much easier to arrange for the con- 
tinuation of innovations which are already 
necomplished facts, than te gseeure the 
right to make them, One is snrprised to 
sve that the united road from Teung Chou 
und the Ch‘ien Mén track uf the Tientsin 
line crosses the ereat street of the Ha Ta 
at grade, instead of having the rails suii- 
ciently elevated to allaw the passage of 
carts underneath, Lt is much to be feared 
that owing to the invincible carelessness of 
the Chinese the result may be many acrious 
accidents at this. place-which would be a 
pity.
